bad heard and yeelded to her Sub efts 

defires, and proclaimed the ſame in their 
bearmg as followeth.

EE perceiue your comming is to 
preſent thankes vnto Vs, Know I 
acceptthem with no leſſe ioy then 


your loues can have defire to offer ſuch a'Pre- 
ſeat,and doc mere cſteeme it them /any Trea- 
ſure or Riches, for thoſe Wee know how to 
prize, but Loyaltie, Lonc,and Thankes, I ac- 
count them invaluablezand though Godharh 
rayſed Mee high, yet this I account the glorie 
of my Crowne,that I have reigned with your 
his " "Loues. ' This makes that I doe not ſomuch 

lo reioyce that God hath made Mee to bee a 
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toheen owcr ſo thankefull 
8 People, and to bee the meane ynder God to 
conferne you in ſafery,and preſerue you from 
danger, yea to beethe Inſtrument to deliuer 
you from diſhonour, from ſhame, and from 
infamie; -to keepe you from out of ſeruitude, 
and from ſlaveric vnder our Enemies, and 
cruelltyranny,and vilde oppreſſion intended 
againſt Vs:for che better withſtanding wher- 
of, Wee take very acceptably your intended 
helpes,and chiefely in that ic manifeſterh your 


Toucs and largenefle of heart ro your Sove- 


raigac. Of My ſ{clfe I muſt ſay this , I neuer 
was any greedy {craping graſper, nor a ſtrict 


faſt-holdingPcince,nor yera waſter,My heart. 


was neuer ſet vpanany worldly 228% , but 
onely for my Subi:£5 260d. What you doe 
beſtos -1v1e,l will not hoard vp,but receiue 
it ro beſtow on you againe; yea Mine owne 
Properties I account yours to bee expended 
for your good,and your eycs ſhall ſq the be- 
ſtowing of it for your wellfare, * * 
Mr. Speaker, I would wiſh you and the reſt 
to ſtand vp,for I feare I ſhall yer trouble you 
with longer ſpeech. | 
Mr. Speaker, you;give me thankes, but I am 
'more to thanke you,and I charge you, thanke 
them of the Lower-Houſe from Me, for had 
Inot received knowledge from you, I might 
afalleninto.thelapſe of an Error, onely tor 
want of true information, 4 
Since I was Queene yer did I neyer —_ 
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Pen to any Grant but ypon pretext and ſem- 
blance made Me,that ir was for the good ar ., 
availe of my Subiccts generally, rhougi a 
private profie to ſome of my ancientServants 
who have deſerved well: But that my Grants 
ſhall bee made Grievances to my People,and 
Oppreſſions,to bee priviledged vnder colour 
of Our Pattents, Our Pcincely Dignitie ſhall 
not ſuffer ir, | 

When I heard it, I could give no reſt vreo 
my thoughts vntill I had reformed it,& thoſe 
Varlets, lewd perſons,abuſers of my bounriz, 
ſhall know iwil not ſuffer it, And Mr.Speaker, 
tell the Houſe from mee, I take it exceeding 
gratefull, that the knowledge of theſe things 
are come vato mec from ther. Andthough 
amongſt them the principall Members are 
ſuch asare not touched in private, and there- 
fore need not ſpeake fromany feeling of the 
griefe, yer We haue heard rhar other Gentle- 
men alſo of the Houſe, who ſtand as free,haue 
ſpokenas freely in it;zwhich giues Vs to know 
that no reſpe&s or intreſts have moved them 
other then the mindes they beare to ſuffer no 
diminution of our Honour, and our Subicats 
loue vato Vs. The zeale of which afeRion 

tending to caſe my People, Sckanir their hearts 
vato vs; 1 embrace with a Princely care farre 
aboue all carthly Treaſures, I efteeme my 

Peoples loue,more then which 1 deficenot to 

merit: And God that gaue me here to fit, and 

ed mee oucr you; kaowes that Lacuer IC- 
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ucd in mace , yet what dangers, what praQtiſes, 
and whar perills I bave pafſed, ſome, if not all 
of you know : but none of theſe things doe 
mooue mee, or cuer made mee fearc , but ir is 
God that bath delivered me. 

And in my goucrning this Land,I hauc euer 
ſet the laſt Indgement day before mine cyes, 
and ſo to rule, as I ſhall be ludged and anſwer 
before a higher Iudge, ro whoſe ludgement 
Scar I doe appeale in that neucr thought was 
cheriſh:d in my heart that tended not to my 
Pcoples good. | 

And if my Princely bountie haue beene 
abuſcd, and my Grants turned to the hurt of 
my Pcople contrary to my will and meaning, 
or if any in Authoritie vader mee haue negle- 
Red, or' converted what T haue commited 
vntothem,1 hope God will not lay their culps 
to my charge. | 

To be a King,and weare a Crown,is a thing 
moreglorious to them that ſee it , then ir is 
pleaſant to them that beare it : for my ſelfe, 1 
ncuer was ſo much inticed with the glorious 
name of a King, or the royall authoritie of a 
Queene, as delighted that God hath made me 
His Inftraument re maintaine His Truth and 
Glorie, and to defend this Kingdome from 
diſhonour, dammage, tyrannie, and oppreſſi- 
on. But ſhould I aſcribe any of theſe.things 
vnto my ſelfe, or my ſexly weakeneſle, I were 
Rot worthy to liuc, and of all moſt vaworthy

ſpeRed my ſelfe,but as your go0d wasconſer- 


of the mercies I haye received at Gods hands 
but to God onely and whilly all is given and 
aſcribcd. 
The cares and trouble of a Crowne I can- 
not more fitly reſemble then ro the Drugges 
ofa learned Phyfitian, pertumed with ſome 
Aromaticall ſayour, or to bitrer Pils guilded 
ouer, by which they are made more Excepta- 
ble or leſſe offenfiuc, which indeed are bicter 
and vopleaſant to take, and tor my owne part, 
wereit not for Conſcience ſake to dilchage 
the dutie that God hath layd vpon me, and to 
maintaine his glorie, and keepe you. in fafetie, 
in mine owne diſpoſition I ſhould be willing 
to religne the place I hold to any other, and 
glad ro be freed of theGlory with theLabors, 
for it is not my defire ts liue nor to rcign lon- 
er then my life and reigne ſh4]l bee for your 
g00d. And though you hauc had and may 
have many mightier and wiſer Princes firting 
in this Seat, yer you neuer had nor ſhall haue 
any that will loue you better, 

Thus MF. Speaker, I commend mee to your 
loyall Lones, and yours to my beſt care and 
your further Councels,& I pray you Mr.Cox- 
troulor ,& Mr. Secretary, and you of my Coun- 
cell, that befere theſe Gentlemen depare 

into their Countreys you bring
